ury, but she did, just the same. For a 
long time after -her European 
tri- 


umphs, he refused to listen 
about 


them, but, at last, he lelented some- 
what, when people told him the whole 
world called her the song; queen. Then 
tales reached his ears about' her love 
affair with the Duo d'Orleans, and he 
stormed, raged and refused to write to 
her or to have her sisters speak of her 
in his presence. When people contin- 
ued to congratulate him on the diva's 
greatness, he would say sternly, "she 
would be better at home with me."

"I ask your attention," said Mr. Kelley 


upon 
being introduced by Chairman 


William F. Howe, "In the interest of 
Dr. Pardee, who has been more gross- 
ly misrepresented during the campaign 
than any other Republican candidate. 
The attacks made upon Dr. Pardee re- 
fer to the episode of the labor troubles 
in Oakland during 1804. They have ac- 
cused 
the 
doctor 
of having 'pick- 


handled' hungry and desperate men, of 
having turned the fire hose on them 
and of having been in opposition 
to 


labor during- the strike of that time. 
I know that these attacks on Dr. Par- 
dee are untrue and unjust, and I have 
come here to tell you just what hap- 
pened in Oakland at the time of 
the 


labor troubles in 1894. If anyone should 
understand 
Dr. Pardee's position to- 


ward labor during that time, I am that 
one, because I was the commander of 
the body of unemployed men whom Dr.

I was there on the scene during the 
whole trouble.' and I was the one who 


personally opposed to the acts of Dr. 
Pardee as Mayor of Oakland. The whole 
and-true history of the affair is just as 
1 am about to state: 


"On April 2, ISSi, about 300 unem- 


ployed men left San Francisco with 
the intention of journeying to the Na- 
tional- capital. We arrived m Oakland 
that day and were housed at the Tab- 
ernacle, the citizens of Oakland de- 
fraying the expenses of our stay. And 
right here I want to say that I was 
responsible for two-thirds of the odium 
that has been cast upon Dr. Pardee. I 
had an object in view, and I kept pass- 
ing the cards up to Dr. Pardee pretty 
fast. 
It was arranged that we should 


leave Oakland on the night of April 
4th, 
after 
having remained at 
the 


Tabernacle for a .night-and a day at 
the public expense. We marched down 
to the station and found that an engine 
and a train of'six freight cars had been 
provided for us. I looked at the train 
and then declared that workmen were 
deserving- of better cars thari had been 
provided for them. I put it to the vote 
of the citizens of Oakland if we should 
go in those cars, and they voted in our 
favor. 
So we stayed another night at' 


the Tabernacle. It was on that night,, 
the night of April 5th, that 
all 
the 


'pick handling1 is alleged to have been 
done* at the instance of Dr. Pardee. I 
had retired for the night at my home, 
and at a late hour a messenger sent 
by Dr. Pardee called at my home for 
me and Informed me that Dr. Pardee, 
who was Mayor of the city, wanted to 
see me. I went1 down and Dr. Pardee 
told me that the city was threatened 
with an inundation of the unemployed 
from other places, as they had heard 
of the fine treatment we were getting, 
and were heading toward Oakland. . 


"I confess now that it looked very- 


much as if we were going to take up 
summer quarters at the Tabernacle. 
We had nothing to do, and that was a 
pretty good place to stay. 
Dr. Par- 


dee told me that, under such threat- 
ening conditions, the army would have j 
to leave the city. When he said this I 
he was speaking as Mayor of Oakland i 
and in the interest o£ the whole com- I 


munity. 
Furthermore, he was carry- 


ing out the urgent direction of the City 
Council of Oakland. 


"Obeying Dr.*.fiarc(ee'« order, we formed 
In line and marched down to the railroad 
station. 
We were ' not harmed by any 


one, 
there was no 'pickhandllng' done 
and no tire hosa was turned on us. When 
we reached the station we found that 
three additional coaches had been given 
us. We boarded the train and proceeded 
on our journey toward Washington. "\V« 


I stopped at many places along the -way, 


j relying upon the law that any community 


I had no right to make us a burden on the 
next community. 
We ' soon ' found that 
no place wanted this great body of un- 
employed nien as a permanent fixture." 
"I believe," continued Mr. Kelley, "that 
Dr, Pardee is just as good a. man as his 
. 
opponent, and I believe that he repre 


I sents better principles than his opponent. 
i I think, further, -that if the laboring -men 
elect Dr. Pardee to the office of Gover- 
nor they will not regret it when his term 
of
